To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Penarth  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1948,  the  report  being  prepared  on  the  lines  laid  down 
in  Circular  3/49  (Wales)  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

The  year  1948  was  one  in  which  the  general  standard  of 
health  in  your  district  was  maintained  at  a high  level  and  in 
which  no  epidemic  or  calamity  of  a serious  nature  occured. 
Milk  and  dinners  in  schools  and  meals  at  canteens  and  restaurants 
have  certainly  benefited  certain  sections  of  the  community,  but 
one  cannot  help  wishing  that  rationed  foods  in  the  home  should 
be  increased  at  the  expense  of  canteens  and  restaurants.  In 
this  way  certain  sections  of  the  population  (probably  the  poor 
and  old,  often  only  one  or  two  in  family)  would  not  experience 
such  difficulty  in  obtaining  a satisfactory  diet,  particularly  when 
bread  was  rationed,  potatoes  in  short  supply  and  other  vegetables 
often  prohibitive  in  price  and/or  in  short  supply. 


A study  of  the  vital  statistics  reveals  a death  rate  which 
was  the  lowest  for  at  least  ten  years,  while  the  Birth  rate  as  for 
many  years  with  the  exception  of  1947,  remains  lower  than  the 
rate  for  the  administrative  County.  The  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  was  the  lowest  of  all  the  districts  in  Glamorgan  and  is 
the  lowest  ever  in  Penarth.  No  serious  outbreak  of  Infectious 
Disease  occurred  during  the  year.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria 
were  notified  and  the  table  on  page  1 1 shows  the  important  part 
played  by  efficient  immunisation  against  this  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever  is  nowadays  a comparatively  mild  disease 
and  if  facilities  for  isolation  and  nursing  are  available  at  home 
there  is  no  reason  why  they  should  be  admitted  to  hospital. 
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The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  continued  to 
give  good  service  and  the  attendances  at  the  Clinics  proved  highly 
satisfactory  (page  14).  The  practice  of  taking  blood  samples 
from  expectant  women  attending  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  was 
continued.  The  results  obtained  from  the  Regional  Blood 
Transfusion  Service  Laboratory  are  of  two  fold  importance. 

(a)  In  case  of  the  mother  at  any  time  requiring  a blood 
transfusion,  the  necessary  data  is  already  known. 

(b)  The  determination  of  the  rhesus  factor  is  of  great 
importance  and  is  concerned  with  the  Infant  whose 
survival  may  depend  upon  the  previous  knowledge 
gained  of  the  mother’s  blood  characteristics. 

Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice  and  other  foods 
and  vitamin  preparations  were  available  to  mothers  and  their 
infants  at  the  Clinics  and  were  made  full  use  of. 

The  Year  1948  was  notable  for  the  coming  into  force  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946  when  in  July  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  and  Ambulance  Services  were  transferred  to 
the  major  authority,  the  County  Council,  and  the  Isolation 
Hospital  to  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board.  These  services 
were  matters  of  interest  and  pride  to  Councillors  and  staff, 
including  the  ladies  co-opted  on  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee,  and  it  was  with  genuine  feeling  of  regret  that  the 
functons  passed  to  the  major  authority.  It  is  as  yet  too  soon  to 
attempt  to  assess  the  full  effects  of  the  centralisation  of  these 
services. 


Good  progress  was  made  in  the  provision  of  new  houses 
and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  D.  E.  Morse,  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
for  the  figures  of  houses  built  by  the  Council  and  under  private 
licence. 


During  the  year  50  Council  houses  were  completed  and 
ten  under  licence,  while  92,  Council  houses  were  under  construct- 
ion at  the  end  of  the  year. 


Despite  t^S’  at  e.nc*  t^ie  year>  there  were  still  nearly 
700  families  anxious  to  live  in  a Council  house,  nearly  all  of  them 
being  sub-tenants. 
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As  a result  of  serving  Informal  and  Statutory  Notices  on 
Owners  of  houses,  either  following  eomplaints  or  on  routine 
inspection,  a great  deal  of  repair  work  was  carried  out  resulting 
in  the  maintenance  of  a high  standard  of  housing  within  the 
district. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council, 
Chief  Officials,  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for 
their  help  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.  (J  ^

Day  Nursery. 

The  continuance  of  the  day  nursery  in  Clive  Place  has  again 
materially  assisted  mothers  of  young  children  who  are  working 
during  the  day. 

The  number  of  places  available  at  the  nursery  are  10  places 
for  children  between  0-2  years,  and  20  between  2-5  years. 

perusal  of  the  attendance  figures  for  the  6 months  shows 
an  average  attendance  of  26  against  an  average  of  30  children  on 
the  register. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

The  district  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the  City  of  Cardiff, 
and  receives  a constant  service  of  upland  surface  water  from  the 
Brecknock  Beacons. 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  samples  are  taken 
to  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination.

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SWIMMING  BATH. 


3 Chemical  and  3 Bacteriological  samples  of  the  Swim- 
ming Bath  Water  were  examined  at  the  County  and  Public 
Health  Laboratory  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  degree  of  Chlorination  of  the  water  is  frequently  and 
quickly  checked  by  a simple  colorimetric  method  by  the  Baths 
Superintendent.

The  whole  of  the  schools  are  provided  with  a constant  supply 
of  pure  water,  good  drainage  and  sanitary  fittings,  urinals,  etc.,, 
which  are  flushed  with  automatic  tanks. 


Owing  to  the  infestation  of  bugs,  etc.,  the  Council  has  found 
it  necessary  to  make  provisions  for  the  disinfestation  at  a minimum 
charge  of  £1  Is.  Od.  per  house.  The  eradication  of  the  bug  is 
brought  about  by  means  of  gaseous  disinfection  after  the  removal 
of  all  infested  woodwork. 

During  the  year  15  privately  owned  dwelling-houses  were 
found  to  be  infested  and  were  subsequently  dealt  with. 

SUPERVISION  AND  INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 
Milk. 

There  are  21  purveyors  of  milk  registered  in  the  district: 
their  premises  are  constantly  inspected  and  all  are  required  to 
provide  proper  dairy  facilities  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  milk.

Surface  Campaign. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Department  has  continued  its 
strict  control  of  rodents  within  the  Urban  District,  and  it  has 
been  found  that  by  maintaining  an  efficient  and  prompt  service  it 
is  possible  to  keep  down  the  rodent  population. 

It  has  been  found  also  that  is  it  essential  to  maintain  routine 
control  on  sewers,  refuse  tips,  and  business  premises  and  for 
that  purpose  regular  inspections  and  treatment  are  carried  out. 

During  1948  out  of  180  business  premises  inspected  in 
accordance  with  our  routine  control  policy,  only  eleven  premises 
called  for  any  serious  action. 

Private  dwelling-houses  found  infested  amounted  to  193  out 
cf  a total  of  4,674  in  the  town,  and  quite  a number  of  these 
infestations  were  subsequently  found  to  be  mice. 

At  no  time  during  the  year  was  the  Black  rat  (ship  rat) 
found  in  the  area  and  here  again  strict  control  is  kept  of  the 
area  surrounding  the  dock. 

Sewer  Campaign. 

Two  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  on  the  Council’s 
sewers  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  and  methods  laid  down 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

These  treatments  are  carried  out  twice  yearly  and  altogether 
seven  complete  treatments  have  been  executed  since  the  Council 
commenced  this  important  branch  of  Rodent  Control  work. 

The  results  obtained  this  year  again  show  that  systematic 
treatments  are  essential  and  form  an  important  part  of  the 
complete  plan  of  Rodent  Control  as  advocated  by  the  Infestation 
Branch  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
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
